He 
clulches  his  bat.  wails  for  lhe  pilch.  His  leammales  yell  - 
lo  him  iha!  lhe  pilcher's  no  good.  He  hears  his  coach 
shoul.  "You  can  do  il!"  And  Irom  the  oulfield  come 
lhe  chanls,  "He's  no  hillei!"  Then  lhe  pilch  come:— 
and  his  molher  can'l  hit  il  for  him,  and  bis  ialher  can't 
bit  it  for  him.  His  leacber,  01  his  big  brother,  can't  bail 
him  out.  He's  on  his  own. 

He's  on  his  way  lo  learning  what  I've  seen  hundreds 
ol  Ptincelon  boys  learn:  how  lo  work  hard  and  lo  handle 
lhe  breaks  of  the  game.  He'll  have  hits  and  strikes  and 
walks  lo  first  base  at  one  time  or  another  throughout  his 
life.  In  many  ways,  youth  baseball  is  a  microcosm  of 
lhe  adult  world.

Ninety  percent  ol  them  were  on  the  high  school  squad, 
hut  out  philosophy  is  a  more  slruclured  discipline.  I 
leel  very  strongly  lhat  lhe  program  is  as  important  in 
Jrug  deleronco  as  any  we  have.  These  young  men  have 
a  place  to  go  and  a  sense  of  purpose. 

The  camaraderie  ol  the  dugoul  is  a  marvelous  thing 
lo  watch.  They  like  each  olher.  They  can  he  very  cri- 
tical ol  themselves  and  of  others— hut  il  is  a  nice  sort 
)l  criticism.  Tbe  way  it  is  said  may  be  harsh  on  the 
surface,  but  when  you  observe  how  well  Ihey  gel  along
